Favor Continuing 
Teaching by Clergy 


The sub-committee on Religious 
Education of the Andover Council 
of Churches met last evening at 
the Memorial Hall library to dis- 
cus next year’s plans for religious 
education in the local schools. 

It was agreed that emphasis on 
the spiritual aspect of the meet- 
ings would be a natural outcome 
of association with good leaders. 
In the matter of outside study it 
was felt that cooperation on the 
part of the parents was more valu- 
able than compulsory home work. 

The sub-committee was in favor 
or having the local ministers teach 
the groups rather than hiring an 
outside teacher, and also. dis- 
cussed the place of meeting which 
as yet is still unsettled because of 
the oil situation. 

Vacation Bible School 


The sub-committee is desirous of 
obtaining the use of a school build- 
ing for the Bible school in the cen- 
tre of town next summer because 
such a location would attract more 
children and would not associate 
the group with any denomination. 
Tentatively, the date for the open- 
ing of the Bible school is July 10th 
through the 28th, which is a three 
weeks’ session instead of the two 
weeks held last year. 

Miss Fonnie Davis and Rev. Mr. 
Smith will act as co-chairmen of 
the central group, and will gladly 
assist in the organization of ad- 
ditional Bible schools if there is 
enough interest in the project. 

Although the undertaking is fi- 
nanced by the Andover Council of 
Churches, it is for all the children 
of Andover, and children of all 
faiths are invited. There will be a 
small registration fee. 

The sub-committee voted to spon- 
sor, as a group, the Northern N. BE. 
School of Religious Education. 

At a recent meeting of the Coun- 
cil of Churches it was decided to 
accept the $850 budget to carry on 
its work, with the recommendation 
that each church pay its share of 
the budget quarterly. It was voted 
that the Martin Pond Union Baptist 
church be invited to affiliate with 
the Andover Council as they have 
several children who attend the re- 
ligious week-day classes. 

Stephen T. Byington gave a very 
interesting talk on his life, with 
particular emphasis on his forty 
years’ work in translating the 
Bible.

proper observance of the Three 
Hundredth Anniversary of the in- 
corporation of the Town which will 
occur in May of 1946. 

Article 8 asks the town to accept 
sections 1, 2 and 38 of Chapter 139 
relative to the disposal of dilapi- 
dated, burned or hazardous build- 
ings. Under present regulations the 
only reasons under which the 
selectmen can demand the razing 
of property is the existence of a 
fire or health hazard. The new 
chapters allow more lee-way, but 
‘yet gives the owner all the civil 
rights with due recourse to courts 
if he so desires. 

Article 9 asks the town to waive 
the provisions of Article II section 
1 of the By-laws to permit the 
Selectmen within their discretion 
and with the advice of counsel to 
settle by compromise the suit or 
claim of Florence Lawton for such 
sum as they deem advisable. The 
claim arises out of an accident at 
the corner of Punchard avenue, 
with the claimant suffering a 
broken hip which kept her out of 
work for some time. She claims a 
defect in the sidewalk. Under 
present rules. the selectmen are 
not allowed to settle a suit for 
over $1,000. Were this suit settled 
in favor of the defendant, and were 
this article not adopted, there 
would have to be a special town 
meeting or a transfer from the 
reserve fund. In order to take care 
of a settlement in the event that 
the litigation goes against the 
town, an appropriation of $2500 
is being asked under the damages 
to persons and property item in 
the regular budget instead of the 
usual 9500. 

There is an article asking 
$11,000 for the purchase of the 
Barnard estate in the square, 
bounded by High and North Main 
street. Another asks authorization 
for the Board of Public Works to 
pay bills totalling $50 for snow- 
plowing in West Andover on peti- 
tion of George Squires.
